The Mate 1‘rNon Jlfclius of the Di­ 
rectors. 
^ San F rancisco, July “1st.—The Board of 
State Fri--on LLrtctors held their onarttrly 
meeting yesterday mornipg at San Quentin. 
Present—Director. Chapman (Chairman), 
Neff, Schell and McNutt. The first busintss 
considered was the recommendation of par­ 
dons and commutation of sentences to tho 
Governor. 
INSANE convicts. 
The Warden reported that he had com­ 
mitted John Kelly and Frederick Milliken to 
the Insane Asylum, they having been ad­ 
judged insane by the examining doctore. Both 
priaoters had nearly completed their terms, 
JCTK MACHINEBT. 
Director Neff reported that he had made a 
personal examination of the engine boiiers 
for the jute manufactory aud had found that 
those which it was proposed to purchase were 
too small, aud that it was deemed advisable to 
increase the capacity from L’jO-horse power to 
480. The cost of the 250 horse power engine 
would have been 87,000, and the one it is 
proposed to purchase would cost $K,000. 
Prescott, Scott & Co., the contractors, 
agreed to furnish the fixtures for 817,200, a 
large cylinder and condensing apparatus for 
$3,500, shaft and other fixtures fur 81,400, 
and they further agreed to put the same in 
position, the total cost amounting to 822,100. 
The report was received as progressive. 
JlVarden Ames reported that he had paid 
87,500 duty ou the first shipment of the ma­ 
chinery from Liverpool. 
CHAIlt MAKING MACHINERY. 
Mr, Chapman stated that he consulted 
with the California Furniture Company in 
relation to the purchase of their machinery, 
with a view of utilizing it in the manufacture 
of chairs. The company valued their prop­ 
erty at 81B,000. He did not, however, come 
to terms with them, and thought the State 
ought not to pay more than about 80,000 for 
the machinery. 
The Warden presented his report of the 
disbursements and receipts for the past quar­ 
ter ; also, his iep« rt f. r the month tf June. 
A contractor’s blunder. 
W. 1.. Merry, of Merry, Faull 4 Co., ap­ 
peared before the Board ami petitioned for a 
release from their contract to furnish the 
prison with fresh beef for the next year at 
85 03 the hundred pounds. He preeeuted an 
affidavit, in « hich he deposed that to bind the 
firm to their contract would work upon them 
a great hardship, as the bid was made under 
a misapprehension in not understanding the 
specifications. It was the opinion of the 
contractor that they were to retain the hides, 
tallow and offal, whereas the specifications 
provided that they were to go with the beef, 
lie admitted, as a business transaction, that 
it was as stupid a blunder as he had ever 
made in his life. 
Mr. Chapman said if there was any legal 
way in which the Board could act for the 
relief of tbe parties he, for one, would be glad 
to do so, but the question was one in which 
the Board were to be governed solely fcy tbe 
construction of the law. He read a section 
of tho Code, specifying how and under what 
circumstances the Board could reject a bid. 
Mr. Merry forwarded a notice of the with­ 
drawal of the bid the day after the bids were 
opened, but at that time the contract was not 
awarded. 
Mr. Schell said it would undoubtedly l>e a 
hardship to hold the parties to their con­ 
tract under the circumstances, and hade them 
lose money on the contract for a year, but 
there was a question in his mind whether 
their notice of withdrawal of the bid before 
the contract was awarded would not relieve 
the firm. 
Mr. Merry said that the offal, in his opin­ 
ion, was worth about a cent a pound, and iu 
this c< nnection the Warden etited that he 
had agreed to allow them that amount until 
a meeting of the Board.

and running south towards Marysville, 
thereby covering the whole foot hill coun­ 
try of this and a portion of Wyandotte 
township. 
The Chico Pecor/I of Monday has the 
following : 1’arties who went down to Oro- 
ville on Saturday night state that they ob­ 
served a large fire burning in a grainfield 
on the north side of Feather river, be­ 
tween Oroville and Gridley. The fire was 
found to have been on the Fernandez 
grant, and on the lands of Barks tiros, and 
Schaeffer. 
No reliable information has 
yet been received as to tho origin of tho 
fire or tho extent of the loss, but rumors 
are rife that the loss will amount to 850, - 
000, and the flames were not subdued up 
to noon yesterday. 
The Mariposa Gazette furnishes this 
item : Beliable information informs ua 
that work has surely begun on the rail­ 
road from Modera via Fresno Flats. Eugin- 
ecrs and laborers are on the ground. 
Teams and workmen have gone from this 
vicinity to assist in building the track for 
tho iron horse to gallop over towards the 
mountains, and not far in the future we 
expect to see him steam down brakes on 
the verge of the world's wonder, tho great 
Yosemite. 
The road will diverge from 
the Central Pacific at or near Minturn 
station, on the Chowchilla, and will be ex­ 
tended across the Sierras, tapping tho 
Inyo and Mono mining regions and South­ 
ern Nevada. 
Complaints are made by farmers resid­ 
ing in different parts of the valley that tl a 
wheat yield is much less than it was esti­ 
mated previous to the commencement of 
harvest. 
Many who expected to get 
from twenty to thirty bushels to the acre, 
have only from twelve to fifteen bushels. 
This shrinkage from the estimate is unu­ 
sual, as the farmers of this valley have 
generally underestimated their crops and 
last year in particular most of them had 
to purchase additional sacks after com­ 
mencing to thrash. This year thousands 
of sacks are being returned unused. 
While the quality of the graiu raised this 
year is generally good, the quantity will 
probably be oulv about half what it was 
last year throughout the State.—[Stockton 
Herald. 
Visalia Delta: Enough of the wheat crop 
of Tulare county has now been thrashed 
to enablo ua to form, with eomo accuracy, 
an idea of the yield this season as compared 
with last. As a general result, it may bis 
stated that the number of sacks or bushels 
is, as a general rule, in the chief wheat dis- 
tricls of the county, less than last year, 
while it is also true that the general weight 
per rack is heavier, by four to nine pounds, 
than it was last season. Yet this increase 
in weight per sack will not prove sufficient 
to prevent the general yield in wheat of 
Tulare county from being considerably less 
than it was in the harvest year of 1S80. 
Iti quality it can safely he asserted that 
the wheat of Tulare couuty has never sur­ 
passed this year's crop, if, indeed, it has 
ever equaled it. The wheat this year is 
very plump, and no wheat in tho 8tate can 
he justly called suptriir to it. Hacks range 
this year in weight from 138 to 149 pounds. 
The Santa Ana Herahl says : The bar­ 
ley crop is now more than half harvested, 
w’hiio the harvest of the wheat crop is only 
fairly under good way. The weather has 
been all that could be desired. No dry­ 
ing, scorching winds have arrested or 
shriveled the crop), but cool weather and 
plenty of dew have enabled the grain to 
fill out to a beautiful plumpness through a 
long, slow season of ripening. The quality 
of Uie grain, as far as thrashing has pro­ 
ceeded, is very fine—much more uniform 
than last year, and of a grcdo to command 
better rates thau have been current for the 
past three years. Through tho county at 
large the yield will be one-haif of a full 
crop, of superior quality, and worth more 
money than any previous crop ever gath­ 
ered since grain-raising became a promi­ 
nent industry iu Los Angeles. The wheat 
crop of 75,000 acres will probably yield 
1,125,000 bushels, while 50,000 acres i 
barley will give at least 1,500,000 bushels 
Of the barley and wheat about 30,000 acres 
have been cut for hav. 
About 12 o’clock last Saturday night 
news reached Mariposa to the effect that 
Egide Bauer had been killed in llomitos 
by D. K. l’itzer, says the Mariposa Gazette. 
From what we can find out tho shooting 
took place about 0:30 r. M. The farms of 
the two men adjoin, and the trouble grew 
out of a dividing fence, and from hogs be­ 
longing to Bauer breaking into the fields of 
Bitzer. About three weeks ago they met, 
and after some hot w «rds between the men, 
it is said Bitzer attempted to shoot Bauer 
with a shotgun, but the gun was knocked 
aside, and the trouble there ended for the 
time being. Saturday last the two mea 
again met near the edge of town, when 
l’itzer, who is said to have been under tha 
influence of liquor, drew a pistol and fired 
twice, the first ball taking effect in the arm 
and the other passing through the heart, 
killing him instantly. 
After the killing 
Bitzer gave himself up to Constable Turner, 
and was placed in the calaboose at that 
place. 
The people were very much in­ 
censed over the affair, aud we hear threats 
of lynching were freely made, but the good 
people of Hornitos and vicinity were finally 
persuaded to let the law takes its course.

SITTIxO BULL. 
The periodicity of Sitting Bull has by 
this time been very fully demonstrated. 
Ilia regular period for surrendering having 
come round again, he has performed the 
ceremony, and will no doubt remain the 
guest of the Government until he has re­ 
stored the health of himself and his band, 
accumulated ammunition and stores for 
another campaign, and fattened his ponies. 
At present he is sullen and insolent. It is 
true that he has never been anything else, 
but it is at least interesting to know that 
his character has undergone no violent 
changes. Sitting Bull is a very intelligent 
x d man. No other chief has so skillfully 
apportioned his time between lighting the 
Government and living upon its bounty. 
He will no doubt become quite tractable 
scon, and will make any promises that may 
be desired, pending the convalescence of 
bis forces. He is a simple savage, but thus 
far he has contrived to outwit all our 
diplomatists, and it won’d be unsafe to 
venture any thingvaluable upon the proposi­ 
tion that he has given our troops the.last 
trouble they are destined to encounter at 
bis hands. 
THE WHALERS AND THE JEANNETTE 
Some of our Eistern contemporaries in­ 
sist on regarding the recent news about 
the Arctic whalers Vigilant and Mount 
W ollaston as indicating the loss of the 
Jeannette. But the truth is that there is 
no analogy between the cases. The whalers 
were only provisioned for one year, and at 
the end of that time, if caught in the ice, 
they wero certain to get into serious trou­ 
ble. The Jeannette, on the other hand, 
carried provisions for three years, and her 
commander when he left San Francisco 
had no idea whatever of returning btfore 
the spring of 1SS2. The plain fact is that 
a’l the anxiety about the Jeanhettc from 
first to last has been utterly unwarranted 
by any single piece oí intelligence. She 
cannot be said to be missing, for the time 
during w hich she intended to be absent has 
not yet expired, and therefore there was 
no reason for expecting her return. We 
ought to have waited until next year, and 
then if nothing had been heard from her it 
w ould have been time enough to feel un­ 
easy. Of course it is always possible that 
she may have met with disaster, but it is 
in no respect more probable now than it 
was six months after she left San Fran­ 
cisco. The rational presumptions are all 
in favor of her safety. No news in her 
case is equivalent to good news, in fact. 
It is absurd to indulge apprehensions 
about her because nothing has been heard 
from her, when it ia well understood that 
nothing could have been heard from her if 
her mission was proving successful. The 
loss of the whalers—if they are lost, and 
for that we have nothing but the story of 
the Tohuckchies—does not at all suggest 
the loss of the Jeannette, and it is merely 
foolish for journals to spread abroad utterly 
unreasonable and groundless fears of this 
kind. 


At last steps are about to be taken in 
New Yoik to deal with the question of 
adulteration of food. It is well known 
that this lsa3 long been a cry ing and in­ 
creasing evil, and that it liaa of late at- 
taincd enormous proportions. There is 
reason to believe that very few if any ar­ 
ticles of staple consumption are usually 
sold in a pure state, while the character of 
the matters employed to adulterate food 
is such as to make it clear that the manu­ 
facturers arc entirely indifferent to the hy­ 
gienic consequences of their dishonesty. 
Many substances are in fact commonly 
used which are positively poisonous, and 
it is unquestionable that the bills of mor* 
tality are largely increased by these prac­ 
tices. Of course this whole subject of 
adulteration has its ethical as well as its 
material bearing, and an inquiry into its 
significance as a gauge of the prevailing 
morality will assuredly result in discourag­ 
ing conclusions. It is customary to say 
that adulteration is forced upon manufac­ 
turers by the pressure of competition, but 
this is no argument. All it can possibly 
signify is that the general standard"of hon­ 
esty among manufacturers is so low that 
the character of their business is con­ 
trolled by the worst men among them in­ 
stead of by the best. The reputations of the 
old manufacturing firms whose wares at­ 
tained universal popularity were secured 
by quite different methods. They acquired 
the confidence of their customers by mak­ 
ing it a rule never to pat imperfect or 
spoiled or inferior goods upon the market. 
Tbcir brands thus became guarantees for 
the excellence of the goods which bore 
them, and competition had no terrors for 
them. The only possible rivalry they hail 
to fear was a rivalry iu thoroughness and 
conscientiousness of work, and to meet that 
they had only to keep up their own stand­ 
ard to the highest point. 
Such firms a3 Cross & Blackwell, Bass & 
Co., Allsop, Lea & Perrin, Furtnum it 
Mason, and many others who could be 
mentioned, gained their eminence in tlie 
way we have decided. If they made a 
mistake in any cf their manufactures they 
at once destroyed the spoiled goods, being 
solicitous above all things that no inferior 
goods should go out under their name. 
The success achieved by these old houses 
proves the fallacy of the modern doctrine 
that adulteration is forced upon 'manufac­ 
turers by competition. The plain truth is 
that a reckless desire to grow rich, joined 
with a moral paralysis of the worst kind, is 
responsible for adulteration. It is nonsense 
to pretend that honest men will employ 
such knavish artifices, It takes rogues in 
grain to adopt adulteration as a reg­ 
ular factor iu manufacturing, and it is 
time this truth was recognized. The men 
who make a business of mixing all kinds 
of deleterious matters with food articles, 
and passing those adulterations off as gen­ 
uine, are leally more criminal than the 
class who till our penitentiaries. A pro­ 
fessional burglar is in fact a more respecta­ 
ble member of the community than a pro­ 
fessional adulterator. The latter takes 
rank rather with the sneak-thief order. 
He is a miserable cheat, who makes his 
living by systematic swindling, and whose 
rapacity is so great that he constantly 
takes the chances of wholesale murder 
upon what passes for his conscience. 
The worst feature of the business how­ 
ever is that the men who commit these 
crimes against society arc for the most part 
in good standing. Nobody thinks any­ 
thing the worse of them. Their fellotv 
business men are completely reconciled to 
their frauds. They themselves are quite 
as likely as not to be professing Christians, 
to have seats in Churches, and to plume 
themselves upon the respectability and 
morality of their lives. They are men who 
w>ll join in all the outcrie3 against profes­ 
sional criminals, who will moralize over 
the increase of breaches of the law, and 
will all the time regard themselves and be 
regarded as model citizens. Yet their 
business hours are spent in cheating and 
poisoning their fellows. Their capital is 
invested in ingenious processes for bring­ 
ing their cheating and poisoning to the 
greatest perfection. They are continually 
try tag to surpass one another in the 
cleverness and economy of their adul­ 
terations, That ii to say, they are contin­ 
ually trying to rival one another both in 
cheating and in poisoning. The most 
skillful among them is he who can palm off 
the most worthless trash for the genuine 
article. Their business is a combination of 
the business of swindlers and murderers, 
in short; and yet it is only now that here 
and there an effort is being made to put 
down this class of ewariniug impostures. 
Nothing is more certain than that rigor­ 
ous and conscientiously administered laws 
aro necessary for this purpose ; but it is 
equally’ clear that action by one or tw o 
-States can never cure tha disease. What 
is needed is Congressional legislation ; 
laws which will not merely drive the abuse 
from one region to another, but will make 
it unsafe and dangerous all over the coun­ 
try. New York can doubtie-sa effect some 
good by directing public attention to this 
evil, and showing how prevalent it has be­ 
come. That is the mission of her pres­ 
ent investigation. But she cannot by her­ 
self do anything effectual towards abolish­ 
ing adulteration, for it is evident that'so 
loDg ss it is permitted in any State it is 
practically permitted in all. The subject, 
however, is one of national concernment, 
and thcro is some ground for hope that the 
icquirics about to be made in New York 
will expose such a mass of villainies that 
public interest will be too thoroughly 
aroused lor the matter to be thrust aside 
again until effectual remedies have been 
provided. Of course there will be desper­ 
ate resistance to reform, for the beneficia­ 
ries of adulteration are alike wealthy and 
unscrupulous. But if the investigation is 
made thorough and fearless, the results 
will doubtless compel further action. 


THE REPORT OP THE PRODUCE EX­ 
CHANGE. 
The annua! report of the .San Francisco 
Produce Exchange has just been made by 
the retiring President, Charles Clayton. 
Its principal interest consists in the ex­ 
hibit which it contains of the important 
decline of wheat-loading at San Fran­ 
cisco. Mr. Clayton givos the followiug 
figures of loadings for the past three years, 
and they tell the tale of the change which 
has been going on very plainly :

Commenting on this state of things Mr. 
Clayton says : “ It will be observed that 
“ with a great increase of tonnage the 
“ number of vessels loaded in San Fran- 
“ cisco has aotually decreased, until now 
“ we do not handle at our wharves evon 30 
“ per cent, of the grain shipped to Europe. 
“ This, too, in face of the Attempt tnsde 
“ by the Harbor Commissioners to facdi- 
“ tato the bundling of tha grain here 


“ through the construction of the grain 
“ sheds on the sea wall. The freedom 
“ from wharf charges at Port Costa, Val- 
“ lc-j >, Benicia and Martinez, is more than 
“ an offset for the ex era charges for tow- 
“ ing. If the transfer of eo great an 
“ amount of business to other points is 
“ owing to natural advantages, the citi- 
“ zens of San Francisco have no cause for 
“ complaint; but if this is caused by the 
“ iimited jurisdiction cf the Harlor Ccm- 
“ missioners, this limitation amounts to a 
“ direct discrimination against the city." 
We desire to direct the attention of our 
agricultural readers particularly to the 
last section of Mr. Clayton’s comment 
upon the situation. It ia certainly a some­ 
what guarded statement, but it as certainly 
convets an intimation that the jurisdiction 
of the HarborCommissioners ought to beex- 
tended so as to cover the shipping point3 
which are at present drawing away the bus­ 
iness from San Francisco. Mr. Clayton, 
in fact, proposes that the same disabilities 
which he says operate against San Fran­ 
cisco shall be imposed upon Tort Costa, 
Vallejo, Benicia and Martinez; that they, 
too, shall be subjected to the wharf dues 
which are driving the ships from San 
Francisco. At present the natural and 
other facilities possessed by Port Costa, 
Benicia, etc., are enabling the wheat- 
growers to ship their grain more economi­ 
cally than ever before. San Francisco is 
handicapped, -not only by her wharf 
charges, but by her municipal taxation, 
whereas Port Costa is subject to no im­ 
posts of any kind. Iu order, therefore, to 
rehabilitate the shipping business of San 
Francisco, it is proposed to levy such 
charges upon all th6 other places of ship­ 
ment as shall destroy their present ad­ 
vantages, and force the trade back to the 
city. T.lia is the true inwardness of Mr. 
Clayton’s suggestions, and it ia so serious a 
menace that the farmers cannot afford to 
let it pass. The extension of the juris­ 
diction of the State Harbor Commis­ 
sioners could be accomplished easily enough 
by legislation, if the attention of thoEe 
whose interests are at stake was diverted 
from the San Francisco programme. It is 
not to be supposed that the shippers and 
merchants of San Francisco will let this 
trade go from them without a struggle, but 
it is for the farmers to combine in defense 
of the superior accommodations and facili­ 
ties they now enjoy at the new shipping 
points. The R ecord U nion pointed out 
the inevitable tendencies in this connection 
last year, showing that the cost of ship­ 
ping at Sau Francisco must naturally send 
vessels elsewhere to load. It W’ould have 
been in accordance with business princi­ 
ples had the San Francisco merchants 
sought to regain their advantages by re­ 
ducing the expenses of loading at their 
wharves ; but it now seems that they are 
contemplating a raid upon the rival ship­ 
ping points, with a view to raise the ex­ 
penses all round, and so to equalize them. 
With such a proposition as this the farmers 
are intimately concerned, and they can­ 
not afford to miss its significance.

OBSTINATE BLINDNESS. 
The Pall Mall Gazelle points out that 
the trade cf New’ York is now all pass­ 
ing through British hands on leaving and 
entering that port. Last year a tonnage 
of 3,903.957 arrived there in rhlpa built 
and owned in Great Britain, being 407,599 
tons moro than the whole tonnaga of 
British vessels entering at Liverpool dur­ 
ing the same time. The Gazette, sayB that 
“ the American mercantile marine is dis- 
“ appearing from the seas,” and what is 
more, proveí this. The New York Tribune 
says upon this : “ The facts are the less 
“ agreeable because they are true. But 
“ when the Gazette refers the cause of this 
“ mortifying weakness on our part to the 
“ tariff, and urges us to cure it by free 
“ ports and free markets, it is as disinter- 
“ ested a3 if it should propose to bleed to 
“ death a patient ailing with a megrim.” 
Tiiat is very silly talk. It is certain that 
the tariff ha3 been largely instrumental in 
destroying our mercantile marine, and it is 
equally certain that so long a3 that tariff 
is maintained our mercantile marine can 
never be restored. The Tribune is trying 
to deny the force of facts which every t ca­ 
dent of political economy knows to be 
potent, and in so doing it is helping to 
prolong the discreditable and unsatisfactory 
condition into which our mercantile marine 
has been forced by perverse and imbecile 
legislation.

Charcoal forma an unrivaled 
poultice for malignant wounds and sores, 
often corroding away dead flesh, reducing 
it one-quarter in six hours. In cases of 
what we call proud flesh it is invaluable. 
It gives no disagreeable odor, corrodes no 
metal, hurts no texture, injures no color, 
is a simple and safe sweetener and disin­ 
fectant. A teaspoonful of charcoal in half 
a glass of water often relieves a sick head­ 
ache ; it absorbs the gases and relieves the 
distended stomach pressing against the 
nerves which extend from the stomach to 
the head.

The authorities of the city of Washington 
recently denied a telegraph company the 
use of the streets, but granted it the per­ 
mission to ose the sewers. The authori­ 
ties of Chicago have decided no moro tele­ 
graph poles shall be planted in the 
streets.

telegraph poles and the thick net of 
wires aro not only s deformity but are be­ 
coming a nuisance. The experiment of 
running wires in subterranean cavities has 
been tried and worked well, and there is 
no reason why the unsightly poles should 
longer be tolerated.

IGQAL INTELLIGENCE. 


M e t r o p o lit a n T h e a t e r .— Biker and Far- 
ron, tha well-known character actors, ap­ 
peared at tha Metropolitan Theater last 
evening, under their own management and 
supported by a special company from San 
Francisco. The support was good as regards 
the acting of Misa Andrews and Miss Deaves, 
and Torrence and fielmore, indifferent as to 
others and poor as to a few'.

Beyond thL the piece falls below ti e 
need for critical attention. In the graceful 
and pleasing manner of the two leaders, in 
their admirable personation of od i charac­ 
ters, and in the delicate touches and shadiegs 
they manage to give to a picture one would 
suppose scarcely capable of it, the auditor 
finds the compensation there ij in the whole 
performance. I.\st right the audience mani­ 
fested much pleasure in witne-sing the act­ 
ing- These act rs have long been upon the 
«tace in these characters, aud that they wear 
so lung is an evidence that the personations 
answer to a popular call. 
Chris and Lena 
have become almost real beings to readers 
of dramatic news, so often have they been 
presented upon the stage, and so intimately 
have they and their counterparts been iden­ 
tified with the success of Emmet, Baker, 
Farron aud one or two others. To-night 
“ The Emigrants” will be played again. 
To­ 
morrow night the old version of “ Chris and 
Lena” will be presented. By the way, the 
orchestra last evening was a decided advance 
in that line, and the singers had excellent 
s u p p o r t th erefr o m .

S a n F ra n cisc o, July 21st.—Upon reassem­ 
bling or the Commission this morning at San 
Q íentin. Chairman Mills placed befjre the 
Commhsion the statement i f a plan to be 
hereafter pursued ia the investigation. The 
Chairman requeáted Mr. Gibbs to read, as 
follows: 
ORDER OF IKVE8TIGATI0N. 
When we entered upon the investigation o? the 
m att is subm itted to u j by his Excellency the 
Governor, aud the aUe^xti »ns m ad ; public through 
the pres«, w j were not sufficiently acquainted with 
the nature if the task before us to systematize the 
various branches of the inquiry, dealing with ef.ch 
branch cousicutively and evolving evidence relating 
to each branch, w ithout in Some decree allowing 
the evidence of each witness to ir avene the 
entire field of our inquiry. 
Besides this, a gen­ 
tleman appeared before us ready to assume the 
duties aud prerogatives of a public prosecutor. 
This gentleman, very properly, claimed the right to 
p-esent testimony iu support of the allegations he 
had made public m the order cno9en by himself, 
anil w ith equal propriety on the part of this Com­ 
mission the privilege was freely accorded to him. 
While proceedings bearing u p ju the public chirge9 
wero being taken before us, we have, to aceuinmo 
date witnesses and to gain tune, ttk e n th e testi­ 
mony of witnesses c^lle i in our own btbalf as to 
other general branches of the subject under cons d- 
erat’o.i. In the transcription of rhe testimony t .keu 
before us, the testim ony of each witness, and parts «*f 
such testim ony relative to each specific subject, will 
he e.dialed under the head to which such testimony 
appropriately belongs. 
The nature and the scope 
of the investigation is now more plainly beforc our 
minde, and may now be proceeded with in accord­ 
ance with a systematic plan. The general subject 
of investigation by natural order and subdivision 
may be arranged under the following ircneral class­ 
ifications : 
Adopting an order, the expediency of which is de­ 
term ined largely by th e nature of the testim ony 
already taken, the first u ia ttir to be considered will 
be the contract entered into by the Board of State 
Prison Directors for the engines, boilers and ma­ 
chinery necessary to supply motive power for the 
ju te mills about to te established in the State Prison 
at San Quentin.

information concerning the correctness of 
these charges from a prominent Repub­ 
lican of 
tit’s 
State. 
Mr. 
Mills went 
and asked the name of this informant, 
and was told that it was Dr. Pardee. 
We 
then fjre thought that it was only right that 
the doctor, in justice to others and to him­ 
self, should have expressed the desire to ap­ 
pear before this Commission and state what 
be knew In regard to these charges and the 
management of the prison generally. 
Instructions were then issued to compel 
Dr. Pardee’s attendance before the Commis­ 
sion. 
THE JUTE MACHINERY. 
The purchase of the jute machinery was 
then proceeded with. 
Mr. W att read a letter from Hinckley 
Spier 4 Co , in regard to their bid. 
Other bids were examined into, resulting 
in the following statement by Chairman 
Mills : 
“ These various bids appear to have 
been all made by responsible firms. The low­ 
est of them for the same articles included in 
the bid of Messrs. Pre«cott 4 Co. is £16,900, 
the machinery to be delivered in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Prescott, Scott 4 Co.’s bid was £17,­ 
200, the machinery to be delivered and set up 
at the San Quention Prison. 
It was then a 
question whether the difference 
of £300 
would not be fully covered by the expense 
that would bs incurred in brlngiug up the 
machinery from San F rancheo to the prison 
and setting it up.” 
Warden Ames—The error respecting the 
reception of bids and the absence of their 
record from the minutes was made by the 
Secretary of the Board in wording the adver­ 
tisement. Tha bids were, as agreed at the 
Board meeting, to be addressed to me at the 
prison, whereas the Secretary made the ad­ 
vertisement read, “ To be sent to the Clerk’s 
office in San Francisco.” When tho Directors 
met here they aske 1 if I had received any 
bid, I replied that I had not, and it was 
then discovered that if anv had been Rent in 
they were lying in San Francisco. 
Mr. Mills—That explains the absence of 
the record of those bide from the minutes of 
this meeting. 
Warden Ames—That ie J ast the way it oc 


cirred. 
In regard to the selection of ma­ 
chinery, the condensation of salt water fr. iu 
the bay was taken into consideration, to avoid 
the expense of paying for fiesh water. It 
was lor that reason that a high and low pr;s- 
sare ergir.e was selected. 
Mr. Mills—Was there any agreement be- 
twetn the Board and Mr. Scott abont the 
specifications, as it appears they were not 
sett in until two days after the others? 
Warden Ames—There was none whatever. 
The only rers jn Prescott, Scott 4 Co.’.» are 
dated two days later is because Mr. Scott 
called and Eaid what was asked for in the ad­ 
vertisement was indefinite, and asked lor 
mors details of what we wanted. 
Further examination of the subject was 
postponed- 


THE QUESTION OF MILEAGE AND TRAVELING 
EXPENSES. 
The next matter contiiered was the pass­ 
age of the bill allowing ten cects a mile and 
§100 per month traveling expenses for each 
Director. 
U ptn this subject the testimony 
of the Warden and Directors was taken, and 
further consideration of the euvj »ct post­ 
poned to await the arrival of witnesses to­ 
morrow 


THE WARDEN AND DIRECTORS. 
The relation tf the Directors with theYJar- 
den was then taken up. 
Warden Ames testified that he had not 
placed a written resignation in the hands of 
the Directors, to be accepted at their option. 
After further testimony this subject was 
postponed until to-morrow, by reason of the 
absence of «fitnesses. 


THE BRICK LAND PUSCUABE. 
The purchase of brick land was next con­ 
sidered. 
George A. Worn, sworn : In I860 had sold 
the Stale through a process of c ndemnaticr. 
160 acres of land. The award made to him 
in that case was 8240 per acre. The land lay 
in front of the prison, now occupied by the 
office of the Warden and residences of the 
officers. Witness knew the lat.d purchased 
by the State of David Porter ; couldn’t givu 
evidence as to ¡(3 value without an examina­ 
tion cf the land. 
The Commission furnished wituess with a 
buggy. 
After an examination of tho land, witness 
returned and testified that to a private party 
it was not worth more than 875 per acre; 
that by a process of condemnation an award 
of §300 per acre would have lteen made by a 
jury in Maria county ; believed the Directors 
did well in purchasing the land at the price. 
Cross-examined by the Chairman: The 
land was net worth more than S50 to £75 per 
acre; that the difference between £75 per 
acre and the price paid—£300 per acre—rep­ 
resented the necessities of the State ; thought 
it right that this necessity should inure to the 
benefit of the private owner of the land. 
Q iation—Did you ever hear Mr. Porter, 
the former owner of the land, make any 
statement affecting the disposition of the 
money obtained by him from the sale of the 
land ? 
Answer—He told me it cost him nearly 
one-half the sum he obtained to get the sale 
through. 
Question—Who acted for Mr. Porter ? 
Answer—Hon. W . H. Rears. 
Question—Who acted on behalf of the 
State ? 
Answer—Judge Schell. 
WARDEN AMES 
Was placed on the stand, and his attention 
was called to the law approved April 13, 
1880, Section 12 of which declares that the 
Board of Directors shall in their discretion 
purchase clay land not to exceed 815,000. 
Ames testified that he did not suggest to any 
member of the Legislature the amount of 
§15,000 to be inserted ia that b ill; didn’t 
kuow how the Legislature came to fix upon 
that amount. 
Question—By whom wrs the money paid 
Porter ? 
Answer—I think I paid him on a warrant 
drawn on the State Treasury. 
Question—In whose name was the warrant 
drawn ? 
Answer—My recollection Í3 tLat it was 
drawn ia the name of David Porter, to 
whom the money was due. 
Question—Did you have that warrant ? 
Answer—I think I had it and handed it to 
Porter. 
Question—Are you sure the warrant was 
not drawn in your own name ? 
Answer—I t might have beeu drawn in my 
own name. 
Question—If the «arrant was drawn in 
your name, «heredid you cash it ? 
Answer—If it was drawn in my name, I 
would have cashed it at the Bank of Nevada. 
I would have deposited it thcro and paid Mr. 
Porter in a check. 
The Chairman—To refresh your memoty 
in this matter, I will state that the warrant 
wa3 drawn July 23, 1880, 
It tv a» No. 291, 
and was in the name of J. P. Ames, WardeD, 
for the sum of £15.616. 
Warden Ames—I remember that the war­ 
rant was drawn in my name. 
Question—W hat did you do with that war­ 
rant ? 
Anbwer—I assigned it to W. H. Sears. 
The Chairman then stated to the gentle­ 
men of the Commission that the warraut wa3 
cashed at the Bank of Laz trd Frere3, and by 
that bank collected through D. O. Mills 4 
Co., of Sacramento, from the State Treas 
urer. 
David Potter, who had been snbpenaed, 
failed to appear, and a further examination 
of the question « as a ’.j turned to secure the 
attendance of Mr. Porter to morrow. 


PRISON DISCIPLINE 
Was the next subject ia the regular order cf 
business adopted at tho opening of the se=- 
tion. The testimony of the Warden con­ 
cerning the discipline of the prison aud the 
ex's ing prison system was 
taken. 
The 
Warden ba»ed his pen »1 system upon t»’o 
elements which influenced the prisoners— 
hope and the reformatory tendencies of in­ 
dustry. 
Pending testimony under this head the 
Commissioners, after a brief consultation, 
decided to inspect the pri-on with reference 
to certain testimony hereafter to be taken, 
and the rest of tho day was consumed in such 
inspection. 
Adjourned to meet to-morrow.
